| Heaven: Who at this Day is difpoſed-to 
believe, that the Love of Adultery is the 
fundamental Love of every infernal and 
diabolical Love, and that the chaſte Love 
of Marriage is the fundamental Love 1 
every celeſtial and divine Love? conſe- 
quently, that as far as Man is in the Love 
of Adultery, ſo far he is in every evil 
Love, if not in Act, nevertheleſs in En- 
deavour; on the other Hand, as far as 
Man is in the chaſte Love of Marriage, 
ſo far he is in every good Love, if not in 
Act, nevertheleſs in Endeavour: Who at 
this Day is diſpoſed to credit, that he who 
is in the Love of Adultery, believeth No- 
thing of the Word, and thus neither doth 
he believe any thing relative to the 
Church; nay that in his Heart he de- 
nieth God; but on the other Hand, that 
he who is in the chaſte Love of Marriage, 
is in Charity and in Faith, and in Love 
towards God; moreover that the Chaſtity 
- of Marriage makes one with Religion, 
and the Laſciviouſneſs of Adultery makes

one with Naturaliſm? The Reaſon why 


theſe things are unknown at this Day, is 
becauſe the Church is at it's End, and di- 
veſted as to Truth and Good; and when 


the Church is in ſuch a State, then the 


Member of the Church from an Influx a- 


riſing from Hell, enters into the Perſua- 


fron that Adulteries are not deteſtable 
Things nor Abominations; and hence 


alſo he enters into the Faith, that Mar- : 


riages and Adalteries do not differ in their 
Eſfence, but only as to Order, when ne- 
vertheleſs the Difference between them is. 
the ſame as between Heaven and Hell; 
that ſuch Difference ſubſiſts between 


them, ſhall be ſhewn in what follows: 


-Hence then it is, that in the Word, in its 


fpiritual Senſe, by Weddings and Mar- 


riages are meant Heaven and the Church, 
and that by Adulteries and Whoredoms 
in the ſpiritual Senſe. of the Word, are 
meant Hell and the Rejection of all 
Things belonging to the Church.

NASMUCH. as Adultery is Hell ip 
Man, and Marriage is Heaven in him, 
it follows, that in Proportion as Man 
loveth Adultery, in the fame Proportion 
he removes himſelf from Heaven; con- 


ſequently that Adulteries ſhut Heaven 
and open Hell; this they effect, in Pro- 


portion as they are ſuppoſed to be law 
ful, and are perceived more delightful 


_ .than Marriages: Wherefore the Man who 


confirms himſelf in Adulteries, and com- 
mits them from the Licence and Conſent 
of his Will, and holds Marriages in Aver- 


Aion, he ſhuts Heaven againſt himſelf, in- 
Aomuch that at Length he believes No- 


thing of the Church nor of the Word, and 
becomes altogether a Senſual Man, and 


aſter Death an Infernal Spirit; for as was 


aid, above, Adultery is Hell, and hence 
an Adulterer is a Form of Hell. Inaf- 
much as. Adultery is Hell, it follows, that 


unleſs a Man abſtains from Adulteries,

fleeing from and holding them in Aver- 1 


ſion as infernal Things, he ſhuts Heaven 
againſt himſelf, and*doth' not receive the 
leaſt. Influx therefrom; after which he 
5 argues to prove that Adulteries and Mar- 
riages are ſimilar; but that in civil Go- 
vernments Marriages ought to be prefer- 
ved for the ſake of Order and the Educa: 
tion of Children; and that Adulteries are 
not criminal, inaſmuch as Children ez 
qually proceed from them; and that the 
Women are not injured, becauſe they can 
ſuſtain them; and that the Procreation of 
Mankind 1s. promoted by them: Not 
Knowing that ſuch Arguments, and others 
of a like Nature, in favour of Adulteries, 
aſcend from the Stygian Waves of Hell, 
and that the luſtful and beſtial Nature of 
Man, implanted in him by Birth, attracts 
and ſucks them in, as a Swine. doth Filth, 
with Delight. That ſuch Reaſonings, | 
_ which. beſet the Minds of many in the 
Chriſtian World at this Day, are Stygian 
Vapours, wall be ſhewn in what follows. 
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Of the Origin of Marriage and the Origin of Adultery. 


HAT Marriage conſtitutes Heaven, 

and that Adultery conſtitutes Hell, 
cannot be better diſcerned than from their 
Origin. The Origin of true Conjugal 
Love is the Love of the Lord towards the 
Church; hence the Lord is called in the 
Word, the Bridegroom and the Huſband, 
and the Church the Bride and the Wife: 
From this Marriage the Church is a 
Church both in General and in Particu- 


lar; the Church in Particnlar is the Man 


A in whom the Church exiſts;

* By Homo, or Man, is to be underſtood Man in 
his full and proper Character, as conſiſting of the 
two Principels, the Male and the Female in Con- 


junction, or the Huſband and the Wife; whereas the

Male of the Human Race, or the Principle of the Un-

hence it appears, that the Conjuckion 
of the Lord with the Man (Homo) of the 
Church, is the very Origin of true Con- 
jugal Love. But how this Conjunction 
can conſtitute the Origin of Conjugal 
Love, ſhall alſo be declared. The Con- 
junction of the Lord with the Man( Homo) 
of the Church is the Conjunction of Good 
and Truth; Good is from the Lord, and 
Truth is in Man Homo); hence proceeds 
the Conjunction , which is called the Ce- 
leſtial Marriage; from this Marriage exiſts 
true Conjugal Love between à married 
Pair, when they are in ſuch Conjunction 
with the Lord: Hence firſt it appears, that 
true Conjugal Love is from the Lord only, 
and is in them who are in the ConjunQtion 
of Good and Truth frem the Lord; in- 
asmuch as this Con junction 1s reciprocal, 
it is thus deſcribed by the Lord, that 
« They are in Him, and He in them.“ John 
xii. 20. This Conjunction, or this Mar- 
riage, was conſequently eſtabliſhed from 
Creation: The Man (Vir) was created to

Woman to be the Affection of Good, con- 
ſequently that the Man (Vir) ſhould be 
Truth, and the Woman Good; when the

or the very eſſential Means, whereby Man

OW profane and hence to be de- 
teſted are Adulteries, may appear 
evident from the Sanctity of Marriages. 
Every Part in the Human Body from the 


Crown of the Head to the Sole of the 
Foot, as well the Interiors as the Exte- 
riors, correſponds to the Heavens; hence 
it is, that Man is Heaven in its leaſt 


Form, and alſo that Angels and Spirits 
are in a perfect human Form, for they are 
Forms of Heaven. All the Parts conſe-

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Heaven into Hell; for as the Love of Mar- 
riage correſponds to the Love of the ſu- 
preme Heaven, which is Love to the Lord 
derived from the Lord, conſequently the 
Love of Adultery correſponds to the Love 


of the loweſt Hell. That Conjugal Love 


is ſo holy and celeſtial, is becauſe it takes 


its Origin from the Lord Himſelf i in the 
inmoſt "Parts of Man, and deſcends ac- 
cording to Order to the Ultimates of the 


Body, and thus fills the whole Man with 


celeſtial Love, and clothes him with the ; 


F orm of Divine Love, which Form is the 


Form of Heaven, and the Image of the 


Lord, as was ſaid above. But the Love 
of Adultery takes its riſe from the Ulti- 
mates of Man, and from an impure laſ- 
eivious Fire there, and thence, contrary 
to Order, penetrates towards the interior 


Parts, always in the Things appertaining ; 


to Man's Proprium, which are Nothing 
but Evils, and clothes them with the Form 


of Hell, which is the Image of the Devil: 


Wherefore the Man (Homo), who loves

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Adultery and holds Marriage in Averſion, 
is in Form a Devil. Inaſmuch as the Parts 
of Generation in both Sexes correſpond 
to the Societies of the Third Heaven, and 
the Love of married People to the Love 
of Good and Truth, therefore alſo theſe 
Parts and this Love correſpond to the 


Word; the reaſon is, becauſe the Word 


is Divine Truth united to Divine Good 
proceeding from the Lord; hence it is 
that the Lord is called the Word, and 
hence alſo, in every Part of the Word, 
there is the Marriage of Good and Fruth, 


or the celeftial Marriage. That there is 
fuch a Correſpondence, is an Arcanum 
not yet known in the World, but which 


has been manifeſted and confirmed to me 
by abundant experience. From this it is 
even evident, how holy and celeſtial Mar- 
riages are in themſelves, and how pro- 


fane and diabolical are Adulteries. Hence 
it is alſo, that Adulterers pay no regard to 


Divine Truths, nor conſequently to the 
Word; . if they were to ſpeak ſrom

| Concerning the Repreſentation of .Conjugal Love and 


Adulterous Love in the Spiritual World, 


NA 8 M UCH as all the Pleaſures be- 
longing to Man in the Natural World 


Marriage 3 is * repreſented in the Spiritual 
World as a Virgin, whoſe Beauty i is ſuch, 


that it inſpires the Beholder with the De- 


lights of Life; whereas the Love of Adul- 


tery is repreſented in that World by a 


wrinkled Hag, whoſe Deformity is ſuch, 


that it ſtrikes the Beholder with Cold and 


'a Death of all the Delights of Life. 


Hence it is, that in the Heavens the An - 


8 3 | gels 


are changed into Correſpondences in the 
Spiritual World, ſo alſo are the Pleaſures 
of the Love of Marriage and the Pleaſures 
| of the Love of Adultery. The Love of 
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n 
* are gifted with Beauty according to che 


Quality of their Conjugal Love, and that 


in the Hells the Deformity of Spirits is 
according to the Quality of their Love of 
Adultery. In a word, Life in the An- 
gels of Heaven is expreſſed according to 
their Conjujal Love in their Faces, in the 
geſture of their Bodies, and in their 
ſpeech; whereas Death in the Spirits of 
Hell is expreſſed in their Faces agreeable 


to their Love of Adultery. The Plea- 


ſures of Conjugal Love are ſenſibly repre- 


ſented in the Spiritual World by fragrant 


Odours exhaling from Fruits and Flow- 
ers of various kinds; but the Pleaſures of 
the Love of Adultery are there ſenſibly 


repreſented by Stench exhaling from ſter- 


coraceous and putrid Subſtances of vari- 


cous kinds; nay the Pleaſures of the Love 


of Adultery are even actually turned into 
ſuch Stenches, becauſe whatever belongs 

to Adultery i is ſpiritual Filth: Hence it 

is, that from the Brothels in the Hells 

there iſſue skinking Smells, which excite 

vomiting.

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Tat Marriage i is the Seminary of Mankind and Heaven; 
but' not Adultery. . 


OW holy are Marriages in them 
ſelves, that is, from Creation, may 


be ſeen from this, namely, that they are 
the Seminaries of the Human Race, and 
becauſe the Angelic Heaven is from the 
human Race, they are alſo the Semina- 


ries of Heaven; conſequently that by 


means of Marriages not only the Earths, 
but alſo the Heavens, are filled with In- 
Hhabitants; and in as much as the End of 
the whole Creation is the human Race, 
"and thence Heaven, where the Eſſential 
Divine (Being) may dwell as in his own, 


and as it were in himſelf, and their Pro- 


creation according to Divine Order is 
eſtabliſhed by means of Marriages, it is 
evident, how holy they are in them- 
ſelves, conſequently they are from Crea- 
tion, and how holy they muſt be. from 
" thence, The Earth might indeed be 


equally +

equally filled with Inhabitants by Forni- 
cations and Adulteries, as by Marriages, = 
hut not Heaven ; the Reaſon i is, becauſe 
Hell is formed from Adulteries, but 
Heaven from Marriages. That Hell is 
formed from Adulteries, is becauſe Adul- 
$ery is from the Marriage of Evil and 
Falſe, from which Hell in its whole Com- 
plex is called Adultery ; and that Heaven 
is formed from Marriages, is becauſe 
"Marriage is from the Marriage of Good 
and Truth, whence alſo Heaven in its 
whole Complex is called a Marriage, as 
was ſhewn above under its proper Article. 
By Adultery is meant, where its Love, 
-which is called the Love of Adultery, pre- 
vails, whether it exiſts in the married 
State or out of it; and by Marriage 1 
meant, where its Love, which is called 
conjugal Love, prevails. That the Earth 
might be equally filled with Inhabitants 
by Fornications and Adulteries as hy 
«Marriages, {hall be further explained in 
abe following Article. When the Pro- 
creation

creations of Mankind are effeQed by Mons 
riages, in which the holy Love of Good 
and Truth from the Lord prevails, then 
they are accompliſhed on the Earths as in 
the Heavens, and the Kingdom of the 
Lord on the Earths correſponds to the 
Kingdom of the Lord in the Heavens; 
for the Heavens conſiſt of Societies ar- 
ranged according to all the Varieties of 
celeſtial and ſpiritual Affections, from 
which Arrangement the Form of Heaven 
exiſts, which ſupereminently exceeds all 
Forms in the Univerſe. - Fhe like Form 
would exiſt on the Earths, if the Pro- 
creations therein proceeded by Means of 
Marriages, in which true Conjugal Love 
prevailed; for as many Families as would 
then ſucceſſively deſcend from one Head | 
of a Fimily, ſo many Images of the 
Heavenly Societies would exiſt in a like 
Variety; Families would then be like 
Fruit bearing Trees of various kinds, of 
which as many Gardens would be formed, 
each bearing 1ts n kind of Fruit, 
which 
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which Gardens taken collectively would 
repreſent the Form of an earthly Paradiſe; 
but this is ſpoken comparatively, becauſe 


Trees ſignify the Men of the Church, 


Gardens Intelligence, Fruits the Good of 
Life, and Paradiſe Heaven. I was told 
from Heaven, that ſuch Correſpondence 
of Families on Earth with the Societies 
in the Heavens had exiſted among the 
moſt Ancient People, of whom the firſt 


Church on this Earth was formed, which | 
was even called by Ancient Writers the 


Golden Age, for this Reaſon, becauſe 


Love to the Lord, Innocence, Peace; 


Wiſdom, and Chaſtity in Marriages then 
reigned; and it was moreover told me 


from Heaven, that at that Time they 
were inwardly ſeized with Horror at 


Adulteries, as at all the Abominationz

That Heaven is formed from Marriages and Hell from © 
1 FI HAT Heaven is formed from Mar- 
I | riages, and Hell from Adulteries, 
was ſaid above; it ſhall now be explained 
in what Manner this is to be underſtood. 
The hereditary Evils, in which Man is 
born, are not derived from Adam on ac- 
count of his eating of the Tree of Know- 
ledge, but from Parents by Reaſon of the 
Adulteration of Good, and the Falſifica- 
tion of Truth, conſequently by Reaſon 
of the Marriage of Evil and Falſe, 
| whence the Love of Adultery exiſts; the 
"ruling Love of Parents by Tranſmiſſion 
is derived and tranſcribed into their 
Offspring, and becomes their Offspring's 
Nature; if the Love .of the . Parents 
is the Love of Adultery, it is alſo the 
Love of Evil towards Falſe, and of 
Falſe towards Evil; Man (Homo) de- 
rives every Evil from this Origin, and 
| 1 ' from 
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from Evil he derives Hell. From this it 
is manifeſt, that Hell appertains to Man 
from Adulteries, unleſs he is reformed of 
the Lord by Truths, and by a Life accord- 


ing to them; and no one can be reformed, 
unleſs he flees Adulteries as Infernal, and 
loves Marriages as Celeſtial; thus, and in 
no other Manner, can hereditary Evil be 


broken in Man, and become milder in his

theſe Loves; for Pleaſures derive whatever 
conſtitutes them from the Love whence 
they proceed. The Pleaſures | of the 
Love of Adultery derive whatever 
conſtitutes them, from the Delights of 
doing evil Uſes, conſequently of doing 


Evil; whereas the Pleaſures of the Love 


of Marriage derive whatever conſtitutes 
them from the Delights of doing good 
Uſes, conſequently of doing Good. Such 
therefore as is the Pleaſure experienced 
by the Wicked in doing Evil, ſuch is the 
Pleaſure of their Love of Adultery ; be- 


cCauſe the Love of Adultery deſcends there- 


from: That it deſcends therefrom, can 
ſcarce be credited by any, yet neverthe- 
leſs it is its Origin: Hence it is manifeſt, 


that the Pleaſure of Adultery aſcends from 
the loweſt Hell; but on the other Hand, 


the Pleaſure of the Love of Marriage, in-

Hence it may evidently appear, that the 
N Difference between theſe two Pleaſures is 
like that between Heaven and Hell. But 
what is wonderful, it is now believed that 
the Pleaſure of Marriage and the Pleaſure 
of Adultery are ſimilar; when neverthe=- 
leſs ſuch is the Difference between them, 
as has juſt been mentioned. But none 
can diſcern and' feel this Difference, ex- 
cept he who is in the Pleaſure of Conju- 
gal Love; he who is in this Pleaſure, ma- 
nifeſtly feels there is Nothing impure or 
unchaſte in the Pleaſure of Marriage, 
conſequently Nothing laſcivious; and 
that in the Pleaſure of Adultery there is 
Nothing but what is impure, unchaſte and 
laſcivious; he feels that the unchaſte 
Principle aſcends from beneath, and that 
the chaſte Principle deſcends from above; 
but he who is in the Pleaſure of Adultery, 
ö cannot feel theſe Senſations, becauſe he 
feels what is infernal as his proper celeſ- 
tial Principle. From theſe Obſervations: 
Ds: „ 
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it follows, that the Love of Marriage, even 
in its ultimate Act, is eſſential Purity and 
eſſential Chaſtity; and that the Love of 
Adultery, i in its Acts, is eſſential Impurity 
and eſſential Unchaſtity. Inaſmuch as 
the Pleaſures of both Loves appear out- 
wardly ſimilar, although inwardly they 


are totally diſſimilar, e they are op- 


poſite; therefore it is provided by the Lord, 
that the Pleaſures of Adulteries ſhould

| © That the Love of Prolification contains 
every Pleaſureand Enjoyment, is, becauſe 
every Pleaſure, Gratification, Bleſſing and 
Happineſs throughout the Univerſal Hea- 
ven and the Univerſal World are from 
Creation collected in the Effort, and thence 
D 3 in 
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in the Act of producing Uſes, which Joys 
encreaſe to Eternity in an aſcending De- 
gree according to the Goodneſs and Ex- 
cellency of the Uſes; hence it appears, 
whence proceeds ſo great Enjoyment in 
Prolification, which exceeds every other 
Enjoyment; the Reaſon why it exceeds 
is on Account of its Uſe exceeding every 
other Uſe, which is the Procreation of the 
human Race and thence of Heaven;

T has been obſerved, that the Love of 

A. Adultery is a Fire kindled from Im- 

purities, which in a ſhort Time blazes 

away, and is changed into Cold, and into 


an Averſion correſponding with Hatred; 


but on the contrary, with reſpect to the 
Love of Marriage, it is a Fire kindled 
from the Love of Good and Truth, and 
from the Pleaſure of doing Good, conſe- 
quently from Love to the Lord, and from 


Love towards the Neighbour; this Fire, 
which from its Origin is celeſtial, is filled 
with innumerable Pleaſures, which are 


equal in Number to the Delights and 


Beatitudes of Heaven. I was told, that 


there 
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there are ſo many and ſuch Delights and 
Pleaſantneſſes in this Love, which mani- 
feſt themſelves by Changes, that they ſur- 
paſſed all Computation, neither did they 
admit of Deſcription ; they are even mul- 
tiplied with Increaſe to Eternity. The 
Origin of theſe Pleaſures proceeds from 
this, that the married Pairs are wi ling to 
be united-in One as to their Minds, and 
that Heaven conſpires to. ſuch a Union 
from the Marriage of Good and Truth 
derived from the Lord there. It is my 
Intention here to relate a few Particulars 
reſpecting the Marriages of Angels in 
Heaven. They aſſert that they are in

the world in true conjugal love enters 
after death into the celeſtial marriage, 
which is of good and truth, originating 
from the marriage of the Lord with 
the Church, is evident from this, that 
from marriages in the Heavens, although 

married 
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married pairs aſſociate together there in 
like manner as on earth, yet no chil- 
dren are born, but inſtead thereof, 
goods and truths; and thence wiſdom, 
as was ſaid above; hence it is that by 
births, nativities, and generations in the 
ſpiritual ſenſe of the word are ſigniſied 
ſpiritual births, nativities and genera- 
tions; that by ſons and daughters are 
ſignified the truths and goods of the 
Church, and other things of a ſimilar 
nature by fathers and mothers- in- law, 
ſons and daughters-in-law. From this 
it may alſo clearly appear that Marriages 
on the earths correſpond with Marriages 
in the Heavens, and that man (homo) 
after death enters into the correſpon- 
dence, that is, he paſſes from the natu- 
ral corporeal marriage into the ſpiritual 
celeſtial marriage which is Heaven itſclf 
and heavenly .

duced it may be concluded, what good 5 
reſults from chaſtity 1 in Marriages, con- 
ſequently what are the good works of 
chaſtity which are done by man (homo) 
who flees from adulteries as fins againſt 
God. There are good works of chaſtity 


which reſpect either the married couples 


themſelves, or theirchildren and poſterity, : 
or celeftial ſocieties. The good works 
of chaſtity which reſpect the married 
couples themſelves are ſpiritual and ce- 
leſtial loves, intelligence and wiſdom, 
innocence and peace, power and protec- 
tion againſt the hells, and againſt evils 
and falſes thence, alſo manifold joys and 
felicities to eternity; all which appertains 
to thoſe who live in chaſte Marriages, ac- 
n to what has been obſerved before.

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The good works of chaſtity which reſpeck 


their children and poſterity are theſe, that 
ſuch and ſo many evils are not connate 
in- their families; for the reigning love 
of parents is tranſmitted. into. their off- 
fpring, and ſometimes to the lateſt poſterity, 
and becomes an hereditary nature in them; 


this nature is broken and rendered mild 


in ſuch parents as flee from adulteries as 
infernal practices, and love Marriages as 
celeſtial. The good works of chaſtity which 
reſpect celeſtial ſocieties, are, that chaſte 
Marriages are the delights of Heaven, that 


they are its ſeminaries, and that they are 


its ſupports; they afford delights to hea- 


venly communications; they are ſemina-

| ni againſt the hells ; for the diabolical 


ſpirits at the preſence of conjugal love 
become outrageous, mad and impotent

by means of mutual love derived from 
love to the Lord; an Angel in Heaven 
and a man in the Church, who thus doth 
not make one with the reſt, is neither of 
Heaven nor of the Church. Moreover 
throughout the univerſal Heaven and the 
univerſal world, there are two things to 
which all things relate, theſe two are call- 
ed good and truth; from theſe two con- 
joined in one all things in Heaven and in 
the world have exiſted and do ſubſiſt; i 
when they are united in one, then good 
is in truth, and truth is in good, and truth: 
is of good and good is of truth; thus the 
one acknowledges the other as its own 
mutually and reciprocally,. and: as the 
agent the re-agent, and on the contrary: 
conjugal love between huſband and wife 
is derived from this univerſal Marriage; 
the huſband is ſo created as to be the un- 
derſtanding of truth, and the wife ſo as 
to be the will of good, conſequently, that 
the husband may be truth, and the wife 
good, and thus that both may be truth 

and 
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| and good in form, which form is mam 
(homo) and the image of God; and be- 
cauſe it is from creation that truth muſt 
belong to good, and good to truth thus 
mutually and alternately, therefore there 
cannot be given one truth united te two 
different goods, or on the contrary; nei- 
ther can there be given one underſtanding 
united to two different wills, or on the 
contrary; neither can there be given one 
man, who is ſpiritual, united to two dif-

two become one, and then all and every 
part of the body of the one reſpects itſelf 
mutually in the other, This is the genuine 
ok which can only be given be- 
tween: 
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| tween two; for it is from creation, that 
that whatever is of the husband, as well 
of his mind as of his body, ſhould have its 
mutual ( correſponding part) in the mind 
and in the body of his wife, and hence 
that the moſt particular parts ſhould mu- 
tually regard each other, and will to be- 
come united, from this afpect and effort 
conjugal love derives its exiſtence. All 
parts in the body which are called mem- 
bers, viſcera and organs, are no other than 
natural corporeal forms correſponding to 
the ſpiritual forms of the mind. Hence all 
and every part of the body ſo correſponds 
to all and every part of the mind (mens) 
that whatever the mind wills and thinks, 
the body obeys and inſtantly performs. 
0 When therefore two minds act as one, then 
alſo the bodies are potentially ſo united, 
that they are no longer two but one fleſh; 
to be willing to become one fleſh is con- 
Jugal love; and this love is according to 
the quality of that will. This I am per- 
mitted to confitm by a wonderful parti- 
: cular- 
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eular exiſting in the Heavens; there are 


married pairs in Heaven, who are in ſuch 


a conjugal love, that both can be one 
fleſh, and they even are ſo when they will, 
and then they appear as one man (homo); 
I have ſeen them and converſed with them, 
and they told me, that they had one life, 
and that they were as the life of good in 
truth, and the life of truth in good, and 
that they were like pairs or correſponding 
part in man, namely, like the two Hemiſ- 
pheres of the brain contained within one 
meninge, or like the two cavities of the 
Heart within their common covering, and 
as the two lobes of the lungs, which al- 
Ie they are two, yet they are but one 


as to life, and as to the exerciſes of life, 
which are uſes. They further ſaid, that 


their life thus.conjoined, isfull of Heaven, 
and that it was the eſſential life of Heaven 
with its infinite beatitudes, from this 
cauſe, that Heaven is even ſuch from the 
Lord's Marriage therewith, for all the An- 
ons of Heaven are in the Lord, and the

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Lord is in them. They ſaid moreover; 
that it was impoſſible for them to think 
| from any intention about a ſupernume- 
rary wife or woman, becauſe that would 
be changing Heaven into hell; wherefore 
when an Angel thinks thereof, he falls 
from Heaven. They added, that natu- 
ral Spirits do not believe their conjunc- 
tion poſlible, for this reaſon, becauſe 
with thoſe, who are merely natural, 
there is no Marriage from a ſpiritual 
origin, which 1s of good and truth, but- 
it is a Marriage from a natural origin; 
hence neither is there a union of minds, 
but only a union of bodies from the la- 
ſciviouſneſs of the animal ſpirit (animus) 
acting in the fleſh, which laſciviouſneſs 
is from a univerſal law implanted and 
thus innate in every ſubject living and 
not living from creation, which is, that 
every ſubject in which there is a power, 
wills to produce its own likeneſs, and 
to multiply its ſpecies to infinity and 
eternity.

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+ cob, who were called the Children of 
Israel, were mere natural men, and as 
hence their Marriages were not ſpiritual 
but carnal, therefore it was permitted 
them on account of the hardneſs of their 
hearts, to take ſeveral wives.

Furl Adultery is hell, and hence 


an abomination, every one may 
comprehend, from the 1dea of commix- 
10n of different ſemen in the womb of 
one woman, the Seed of man is the ſub- 
ject, in which lieth concealed the in- 
moſt principle of his life, and hence is 
the beginning or rudiment of a new life, 
which from the beginning is holy, to 
make this beginning common with the 
inmoſt principles and beginnings of 
others, is profane; hence it is, that 
Adultery is hell, and that hell in general 
is called Adultery. Whereas from ſuch 
commixion

commixion there cannot but exiſt putre- 
faction, even from a ſpiritual origin, 
hence it follows, that adultery is an abo- 
mination. Hence in the brothels, which 
are in hell, there are fetid ſmells of all 
kinds, and when light from Heaven is let 
in upon them, the Adultreſſes appear 
with the Adulterers, as ſwine wallowing 
in filth itſelf; and what is aſtoniſhing, 
Juſt as ſwine are in their delights when in 
the midſt of the mire. But theſe brothels. 
are kept ſhut, for when they are opened, 
there exhales from them a nidorous ſtench b 
that excites vomiting. It is otherwiſe in 
chaſte Marriages; in ſuch Marriages, the 
life of the Huſband adds itſelf by means 
of the ſeed to the life of the Wife, hence 
there is an intimate conjunction, from 
which they are no longer two, but be- 
come one fleſh, andaccording to conjunc- 


tion thereby, conjugal love increaſes, and 
with it r all the good of Heaven. 
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of the various kinds and Degrees of Adultery. 
D UT it is to be noted, that there are 
” Adulteries more or leſs infernal and 


abominable: Adulteries which ariſe from 
deeper evils, and thence from falſes, are 


alſo of a more ſerious nature; but ſuch 


as ariſe from milder evils, and thence 


from falſes, are of a milder nature; for 


Adulteries correſpond to the adulterations 
of good and thence the falfifications of 
truth; adulterations of good are evils in 
themfelves, and falfifications of truth are 
falſes in themſelves; according to corre- 
ſpondence with theſe the hells are arranged 
into genera and ſpecies. Cadaverous 
hells belong to them, whoſe delights con- 
ſiſted in the violation of other men's wives: 
theirs is of an excrementitious nature, 
whoſe delights were to raviſh virgins; 
Their hell is of a black viſcous nature, 
who were delighted with variety and fre- 
| quent 
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quent changing of their'proftitutes;- the 


reſt are all of a filthy nature. They are 


in ſodomitic hells, who were immerſed in 


evils from the love of bearing rule over 


others, from the pleaſure of governing 
only, and were in no delight of uſes. 
From ſuch as had ſeperated Faith from 


the good works of Charity exhale forth - 


adulterous effluvia, like as between a fon 
and a mother, or a mother in law; from 
ſuch as had ſtudted the word only for the 
| ſake of glory, and not for the ſake of ſpi- 
ritual ufes, there exhale adulterous efflu- 
via, as of afather with his danghter in 
law. From ſuch as had ſuppoſed fins were 
remitted by the holy Supper, and not by 
repentance of life, there exhale adulterous 


_ effluvia as of a brother and a filter; from 


ſach as totally deny the Divinity there 
exhale horrid effluvia of communica- 
tions with beaſts; and fo on. That ſuch 
heils belong to them, is from- correſpon= 
dence with adulterations and defilements 
of Good and Truth.

18 concluſion; from every conjunction 


= of evil and falſe in the ſpiritual world 
there proceeds by efflux a ſphere of Adul- 
tery, viz. from thoſe only who are in fal- 
ſes as to doctrine and in evils as to life; 
but ſuch efflux does not proceed from 


thoſe who are in falſes as to doctrine, and 


yet are in goods as to life, for with theſe 
latter there is not a conjunction of evil 
and falſe, but only with the former. But 
this efflux of adultery principally proceeds 
from prieſts, who have taught falſes and 
led an evil life, for theſe have even adul- 
terated and falſified the Word.

HAT Adulteries are leſs abhorred 
among Chriſtians than among the 
gentiles, nay,” even than among ſome 
barbarous nations, is becauſe in the Chriſ- 
tian world at this day there exiſts no Mar- 
riage of good and truth, but a Marriage 
of evil and falſe; for religion and the 
doctrine of faith ſeperated from good 
works, is religion and the doctrine of 
truth ſeparated from good, and truth ſe- 
parated from good is not truth, but in- 
wardly examined it is falſe, and good ſe- 
parated from truth is not good, but in- 
wardly examined it is evil; hence, in the 
chriſtian religion there exiſts a doctrine 
of falſe and evil, from which origin there. 
ariſes by influx from hell a luſt and a fa- f 
youring of Adulteries; hence it is, that 
1 Adulteries 
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Adulteries are believed to be lawful, and 
are practiſed without ſhame in the Chriſ- 
tian world: for, as was obſerved above, 
the conjunction of evil and falſe conſti- 
tutes the ſpiritual adultery, from which 


according to correſpondence natural Adul- 


tery exiſts: from this it proceeds, that 
Adulteries and whoredoms in the Word, 
ſignify adulterations of good and falſifi- 
cations of truth; hence it is, that Baby- 
lon is called an harlot in the Revelation; 
in like manner Jeruſalem in the word of 
the Old Teſtament; and that the Jewiſh 


nation are called by the Lord an adulte-

EEx who abſtain. from Adulteries 
from any other motive, than be ; 
cauſe they are fins, and againſt God, 
are nevertheleſs Aldulterers; as for in- 
ſtance, if they abſtain from them from a 
fear of the civil law and its puniſhments, 
from a fear of the loſs of character 
and thence of reputation, from a fear 
of the diſeaſes attending them; from a | 
fear of ſtrife and quarrels at home, and 
thereby diſturbing the tranquillity of 
life; from a dread of chaſtiſement by 
the ſervant of the party injured; from 
poverty ; from avarice, from infirmity 
ariſing from abuſe, old age, impotency, 
or diſeaſe ; nay even if they abſtain from 
Adulteries out of regard to any natural 
or moral law, and do not at the ſame

the Divine Law, ſuch are nevertheleſs

from them; wherefore after death when 
they become ſpirits, they ſpeak openly 
in ' favour of them, and commit them 
without ſhame. It has been granted me 
in the ſpiritual world to ſee young girls 
who looked on the practice of whoredom 
as criminal, becauſe it is againſt the 


| Divine Law, and to ſee others who did 


not think it criminal, and yet abſtained 
therefrom on account of the diſhonour 


attending it, which would have dnven 


away their ſuitors: J ſaw the latter en- 
circled with a black cloud in their deſcent 


towards hel}; whereas I ſaw the for- 


mer encircled with a white ſhining light 
in their aſcent towards the upper regions.

W HAT precedes is ſpoken con- 
cerxrning Adulteries; it ſhall now 
alſo be declared what Adultery is; Adul- 
teries are every kind of proſtitutions 
which deſtroy conjugal Love; the whore= 
dom of a huſband with another man's 
wife, or with an unmarried woman, a 
widow, a virgin, or a harlot, is Adultery, 
when it is done from diſguſt or averſion 
to Marriage; ſo likewiſe the whoredom 
of a wife with another woman's huſband, 
or with an unmarried man, when it is 
done from ſimilar motives. The whore- 
dom alſo of every unmarried man with 
the wife of another, or of every unmarried 
woman with the huſband of another, 
belong to Adulteries, becauſe they deſtroy 
conjugal love; turning their natural mind 
(animos) from Marriage to Adultery.

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The pleaſures of variety although with 
proſtitutes: are al ſo pleaſures of Adulte- 
y; for the pleaſures of variety deſtroys 
the pleaſure of Marriage. The pleaſure 
of deflouring virgins, without marriage 
as an end, is alſo the pleafure of Adul- 
tery; for they who are in that pleaſure 
do not wiſh for Marriage afterwards. but 
for the pleaſure of defloration, which 
being effected; they become diſguſted 
with marriage. In a word, every pro- 
ſtitution that deſtroys the conjugal prin- 
ciple, and'extinguithes its love, is Adul- 
tery or belongs to Adultery; but that 
which does not deſtroy the conjugal prin- 
ciple nor extinguiſh its love, is a forni- 
cation that ſprings forth from-a certain 
inſtint of nature towards Marriage; 
which for many reaſons. cannot at preſeiit 
be diſeuſſed.

Let us alſo trace out ſound reaſon and the living 
feelings of Nature: do they not exalt their voices 
in defence of a celeſtial Marriage which is a Divine 
Gift to virtue, but eternal loſs to vice; Did ever 
any one married perſon exiſt, who, as it were, was 
from the ſoul united with his confort, that did not, 
in the midſt of his heart- felt anguiſh at the other's 
death, think it a great conſolation and comfort for 
him to remember that the other half of his life would 
zn the next world be reſtored again to his longing 
arms and heart? This is a truth as old as Nature 
itſelf ; wherefore it ſtill happens among the unci- 
vilized nations from the perverted remains of the 
ancient true Religion, that the wife at the death of 
her huſband mingles her own aſhes with thoſe of 
his, in order that both may meet again in the other 
life. N i 
Obſerve how the Turtle Dove dies of grief at 
the loſs of its mate; and it was in conſequence of 
the emblem of true Conjugal Love, repreſented by 
Turtle Doves, that under the Old Teſtament's diſ- 
penſation

penfstion a wife after having by the birth of a 
child given her huſband a dear pledge of their mu- 
tual love, was to make an offering of two Turtle 
Doves, as a token of their renewed love; which ſa- 
crifice in the word's holy language of Analogy, is 
ſaid to be a ſweet ſavour to the Lord, whereby ſhe 
became cleanſed and atoned by the Prieſt, What is 
that incomprehenſible tender feeling in the heart 
of a perſon, who is in love: a feeling conſecrated 
toVirtue alone in the ſtate of youth and innocence, .. 
but which afterwards entirely loſes its delight, or 
becomes mixed with the dire jealouſy and other ex- 
travagancies, the productions of vice and evil af- 
fections. The Lord is not an implacable and vin- 
dictive God of wrath, but the God of Marriage, 
Love, F riendſhip, and of an eternal and true Hap: 
pineſs; it is He, that promotes every thing happy- 
and comfortable to man both in this and in the 
other life; is it likely then, that he would by death 
ſeparate two loving Conſorts, unleſs in order chat 
they may afterwards meet together again? Can 
He, who aſſerts that Moſes permitted the ſeparation 
of married perſons only in conſequence of the - 
hardneſs of their hearts, nevertheleſs be the de- 
ſtroyer of Marriages, of Friendſhip and Happineſs ? * 
Are not His Laws eternal and unchangeable, fo that 
not one fingle tutle or letter of the true law can 
periſh ; and does He not ſay, that every thing that 
has a ſpiritual conjunction on earth ſhall have the 
ſame - 
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fame in Heaven? and the conjugal union of two 
minds, is no more natural or corporeal, for it is felt 
at a diſtance, ahd is not impeded by time or ſpace. 
If God then be the God of happineſs and uſes,. 
nay, the very ſource of every Good, and if no- 


- thing can proceed from Him, but what exiſts in 


Him, I aſk then, if ever He could create the Divine 
happineſs of Marriage and enchanting pleaſures of. 
F riendſhip, of loving and being loved, only for ta 
animate us in this world, but in the very ſeat of 
happineſs and bliſs eternally to deprive us of the. 


ſame. -

Evil, becauſe Evil is nothing of Good, for it is the 
Privation and the Deſtruction of Good; and yet 
inaſmuch as Evil exiſts and is felt, it is not a No- 


thing, but a ſomething; tell us then whence this 


ſomething exiſts after Nothing. To this I replied, 
this Arcanum cannot be opened unleſs it be known, 
that there is none Good, but God alone, and that 
there is not any Good, whieh in itſelf is Good; but 
what is from God, wherefore he who looks to- 
wards God, and willeth to be led by God, he is in' 
Good; but he who turneth himſelf from God, and 
willeth to be led by himſelf, he is not in Good, for 
the Good which he does, is either for the ſake of 
himſelf or for the Sake of the World, thus it is ei- 


ther a meritorious, or a feigned or an hypocritical

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- eating of that Tree is fignified, Man's belief that he knows 
Eood and Evil and is wife of bimſclf and not from God. 
But then the two Angels aſked, how could Man turn 
himſelf away from God, and turn to Self, when 
never theleſs Man can neither will, think and thence 
act but from God, Why did God permit this? But 
1 anſwered, Man is ſo created, that whatever he 
wills, thinks and does, appears to him as in him and 
thus from himſelf, Man without this Appearance 

would not be Man, for he could neither receive, nor 
retain, nor as it were appropriate to himſelf any thing 
of Good and Truth, or of Love and Wiſdom ; 
whence it follows, that without this Appearance 
living as it were, Man could have no Conjun&ion 

with God and thence neither Eternal Life. But if

Wiſdom Love; but he who looketh backward from 
the Lord, receiveth Love and not Wifdom, and 
Love without Wifdom is Love from Man and not 
from the Lord, and this Love becauſe it conjoineth» 
itſelf with Falfes, doth not acknowledge God, but 
acknowledgeth itſelf in the Room of God, and this: 
it tacitly confirms through the Faculty of- Under- 
ſtanding and of becoming Wiſe as of himfelf im- 
| planted. in him from Creation; wherefore this Love .
